There  are  satisfactory  arrangements  for  removing 
infectious  cases  to  the  Bratch  Hospital  and  Ambulances 
are  provided  by  the  Borough  of  W olverhampton,  Brierley 
Hill,  Stourbridge  and  from  Hayley  Green  Isolation 
Hospital  for  the  removal  of  all  classes  of  cases  to  their 
respective  districts. 

The  Clinics  are  run  by  the  County  Council. 
HEALTH  SERVICES. 

You  have  a  hospital  to  accommodate  18  patients  and 
one  for  four  cases  of  Smallpox. 

For  Diphtheria  arrangements  are  made  for  treatment 
at  the  Borough  Hospital,  Wolverhampton,  at  the 
Stourbridge  and  Halesowen  Isolation  Elospital  and  the 
Brierley  Hill  Isolation  Hospital. 
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All  medical  practitioners  are  asked  to  keep  anti- 
diphtheria  serum  in  stock  and  to  use  it  without  waiting 
for  the  corroboration  of  their  diagnosis  by  bacteriology. 

The  District  Nursing  is  affiliated  with  the  County 
Nursing  Association.  The  number  of  midwives  is  about 
22. 


The  Bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  at  the  County 
Laboratory. 


POPULATION. 

This  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General,  at  Mid¬ 
summer,  1938,  to  be  16,770,  as  against  16,160  in  1937. 
This  gain  of  610  must  be  far  short  of  the  gain  by  the  end 
of  the  year. 

During  the  year  484  new  houses  against  304  in  1937, 
were  erected,  and  70  completed  by  the  Council.  Building 
estates  are  still  being  developed,  especially  in  Codsall, 
Penn  and  Kinver. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  5,567. 


RATEABLE  VALUE. 

This  was  £92,970,  an  increase  of  £5,802. 

The  acreage  of  the  district  is  41,990. 

The  District,  mainly  agricultural  has  one  Ironworks, 
one  Enamel  Works,  a  large  Aircraft  Factory,  one  Cement 
Pipe  Works  and  many  large  Sand  and  Gravel  Mines. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  was  279.  Males  140.  Females  139,  an 
increase  of  three  over  last  year. 

There  were  14  illegitimates,  seven  Male  and  seven

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SEWERAGE. 

The  Wombourn  Sewerage  Scheme  was  practically 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  has  since  been 
brought  into  use.  A  section  of  the  Scheme  for  extending 
and  improving  the  Kinver  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  was  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year  at 
Stewponey,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  your  Council 
were  awaiting  the  approval  and  consent  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  to  the  whole  of  the  Scheme  being  proceeded 
with.  Also  a  joint  Scheme  between  your  Council  and  the 
Tettenhall  Urban  District  Council  for  dealing  with  the 
drainage  of  the  Aldersley  area,  and  improving  the 
Tettenhall  Sewerage  arrangements,  received  the  Ministry 
of  Health’s  approval,  and  the  work  on  this  was 
commenced,  and  is  proceeding. 


Sewerage  Extensions  were  also  made  in  Lane  Green 
Road,  Bilbrook,  and  Moat  Brook  Lane,  Codsall. 


WATER  SUPPLY.

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HOUSING  ACT,  1936. 


During  the  year  Demolition  Orders  were  made  with 
respect  to  nine  houses  as  follows: —

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  were  eight  slaughter-houses  in  use  during  the 
year.  124  visits  were  made  to  these,  and  664  animals 
or  carcases,  viz.,  135  oxen,  Eve  calves,  313  sheep  and  21 1 
pigs  were  inspected. 

The  following  were  condemned  as  being  unfit: — 

One  whole  sheep,  three  sheep’s  livers,  two  ox  livers 
and  one  ox  lungs. 

With  these  exceptions  all  the  meat  was  of  first  rate 
quality.  Our  butchers  buv  only  young  cattle. 
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All  the  slaughter-houses  were  periodically  limewashed 
and  kept  in  clean  condition. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER. 

During  the  year  six  persons  were  registered  to  sell 
milk  and  there  were  128  persons  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

At  Whittington  House  Farm,  Kinver,  the  floors  were 

cemented,  wider  channels  provided  and  a  new  dairy  was 
erected. 

At  Greenhill  Farm,  Oaken,  the  drains  were  connected 
to  the  sewer,  thus  removing  a  long  standing  nuisance. 

At  Smallbrook  Farm,  Wombourne,  an  old  cowshed 
was  converted  into  a  modern  cowshed. 

107  inspections  were  made  to  cowkeepers  and  dairy¬ 
men,  and  eight  cowsheds  were  limewashed  after  notice. 

THE  PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

40  licenses  were  granted  during  the  year,  to  keep 
Petrol  or  Carbide  of  Calcium.  All  the  licensed  premises 
were  inspected  from  time  to  time.
